N the Month of September, 164r, hve Gallies 
and two Brigantines, commanded by-Aly Pe- 
- . gelin, General of the Algerin: Galleys, deſcry'd 
AMDuteb Ship that carry'd twenty- eight Guns and 

forty Men: The Weather was very calm, ſe 
that the Hollander could make no Advantage of 
his Sails. Pegelin caus\d the Galleys to advance 
| within Cannon- ſnot of the Ship, and ſecing that 


it bore Dutch Colours, he ſent a Zelander Rene- 
=. gadoin one of the Brigantines, who deliver'd 
the following Meſſage to the Captain : General 
Pegelin hath ſent me to advertiſe you, that if you 
will yield, be will ſet you aſhore in ſome Chriſtian 
© Land ; and this he bath ſworn to perform by the 
Head of Mahomet. J know Pegelin, anſwer'd 
the Captain, who had been a Slave formerly, 
"The Ship belougetb to the Owners, and the Goods to 
_ the Merchants : I cannot give away that which is 
none of myown, but if he doth covet it ſo much, let 
bim come Aboard, and he ſhall ſee whether we can 
__ ſatisfy him. The Renegade return'd with this 
' Anſwer, which Incens'd. Pegelin to ſuch a De- 
gree, that he gave Orders to the Gallies to rank 
«themſelves in Form of a Half-Moon, and in that 
order to come'up with the Poopof the Ship,and 
to diſcharge their Guns all together, aud to 
phatter her croſswiſe. Their Pieces were 48 
PpPounders. His Orders were executed, but as 
they were ready to fire the Guns, the Hollander 
who was a skiltul and experienc'd Seaman, by 
che help of a ſmall Gate that God ſent him, 
withoutloſing Time, turned about his Ship. By 
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Dy heared of Tranſaltions 43 
this Means he put the Enemies into Confuſion. 
and broke all their Meaſures. For the five 
Gallies coming with full Sails, and haſten'd for- 
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wards by the utmoſt Endeavours of the Rowers, 


inſtead of — the Ship in Form of a 
Half- Moon, as they deſign'd, they found them- 

ſelves pell-mell daſhing and breaking upon one 
another, Nevertheleſs, Pegel:z's Galley boarded 
the Ship, and ſeventy Turks entering it with 
their Scimitars in their Hands, aw ap to cut the 
Cables, and to throw Fire-works to burn the 
Ship; but the Datch Captain, who had all his 
Men under Deck, made them Fire both - from 


Poop and Prow ſome Guns charg'd with Musket } ; 


Bullets, which kill'd abundance of the Turks. 

In the mean while the Galley that had boarded _ 
the Ship durſt ſtay ns longer in ſo hot a Place, be- 
cauſe the Veſſel being deep loaden, the Mouths ef 
the Guns lay ſo low, that they juſt flank'd the 


Deck of the Galley ; which Pegelin ſeeing, be 


commanded the Gallies 16 retreat. The Turks; who. 
at the beginning of the Fight enter'd the Ship, 

were much aſtoniſhd to fee the Gallies abandow © 
them, and leave them to the Mercy of their Ene 
mies, and loſing all Courage, they that could

idle Spectators of the Fight, The Dutch Captain | 


caus'd his Men to diſcharge the Guns charg d 
with Nails, Musbet-Bullets, and Pieces of Iron, 
end in leſs than a Quarter of an Hour more than 
two Hundred Turks were kill'd in the Gallies, 
who retir'd without ſeeing an Enemy, The Hol- 
lander finding himſelf out of the Reach of their 
Canuen, commanded to kill all the Turks that were

| themſelves on Ropes, for it was too hot ſtaying on

The Memorable, but Unhappy Retreat. 
Ska Zolkierius, a Perſon of an eminent
